Yet another important new building is being 
erected In Shanghai, says the W.u. D. News, 
The Standard: Oil Company of New York is 
building a fine new hong at the corner of Can- 

‘ton and Szechuen Raads, and judging hy the 
plans, this structure will be a striking addition 
to Shanghai's architecture, - Whether it will be 
of a jal stone or gravite, has not yet been 
decided, but the foundations, which are of 
reinforced concrete, will be suitable for either, 
They are monolithic, and the weight of the 
building will be accurately distributed over the 
whole area by a system of reinforced concrete | 
-beams which’ are a portion of a reinforced 
“(aft.""” By this means It is confidently expect: 
ed that subsidence will be ‘prevented, or, at 
aoy rate, reduced very appreciably, It will. 
take about two months to complete the 
foundations, and theo the building of the 
‘superstructure: will be begus, The buildin 
will have a frontage to both roads, the total 
length. of the frontage being over 200 feet.

PUNISHMENT DIFFICULT OWING TO. - 
* ABSTRACT JUSTICE. ~ 


The head-hunting forays by Sarawak Dyaks 
into Dutch territory, in West Borneo, have 
giveo’ rise to serious. difficulties. The 
Dutch authorities asked for the surrender of 
tbe ringicaders, and the Sarawak Govern- 
ment refused to give them up, says the Java 
Bode. UW. grounded the refusal on the argu: 
ment that, the ringleaders once surrendered, 
thore was ‘ 
receive the due penalty for their deeds, owing 
to the oversirict proof required by Dutch 


law. The ode admits that the objection is. 


too well-founded. In the province of West 
Borneo, for iostance,-the Dutch authorities 
find it hard to bring the guilt of head-hunters 
home. Direct proof is often wanting, The 
capture of head-hunters and the mastering of 
witnesses is, besides, difficult in the inland 
wilds. The Dutch Government intends to deal’ 
more energetically with the headbunting evil 
in West and,East Borneo.

Nowadays, tho Litsrary- 
country is judged:by its newspapers, and the 
uewspapers of China have only receatly be- 
come what we may term " live,” #¢.,/ reflecting 
the opinions of the people’ and at the same 
time giving them mattrial out-of which those 
opinions may be formed. he oew press of 
China are “rousing the masses of the popula- 
tion from their attitude of indifference to poli- 
tical questions” declares the Chinese editor, 
Cimon T.Z. Tyan, in The Jnternational( London), 
tis wonderful to see how these organs 
of‘popular opinion “freely criticize the'abuses 
and arbitrary conduct of tho officials” while 
“spreading a knowledge of European institu- 
tions and.the possibilities of their own coun- 
try.” «That this was not always the spirit of the 
press in China we learn from the fact. that the: 
carly representatives of the modero pewspapet 
circulated only among officials and -lilérary 
men and were unread by the people, Thus wo 
are informed :-— : ae : 
) It was a long while_ago'that the modero 
newspaper made its first appearance. - It wasin 
the days of the Ming dyonsty [¢ 368-1644) that 
the first newspaper was published iv China, 
was called the Krug Mun Chan, or The Imperial 
‘Court Gascfie of Peking, and contained only 
imperial decrees, reports of .bigh officials, and 
petitions pod. memorials presented to the 
throne. It was published daily, but numbered 
among its subscribers only officials and literati. 
Then came the Yuen Afun Chan or The Provin- 
cial Yamen Gacelte, containing the proceediags 
of that particular Yameo, the lists of names’ of 
officials visiting that Yamen, proclamations and, 
‘to acertaintextent, local n¢ws, The subscribers 


to these official. gazettes were likewise limited to’ 


officials and literati, . It was only since the 
nineteenth century and the-iotrusion of Eura- 
pean learcing that the number of sewspapers 
moltiplied, and now they exist in all the large 
cities of the Empire, in Peking itself and in 
-Tientsin, Shanghai, Canton, and other places. 
Up to the present the development of news- 
apers has been most remarkable in Shangkiai, 
for the simple reason that nowhere else is Eura- 
pean influence stronger ; and in Shanghai, with 
its flourishing forelgn trade, ‘its large foreign 
scttlement, and its municipal admlnistration 
controlled: by European hands, Chinese and 
Western habits have been able in the course of 
years to be thoroughly interwoven, and institu: 
tions existing among Eoropeans could and 
must of necessity find a readier entrance amoug 
their Chinese business friends-residiog ‘in the 
same city.” as soe,

STRANDED ON AN ONINHA- 
- BITED ISLAND. . 
ARRIVAL OF SHIPWRECKED MEN AT 
HAKODATE, o 
Seven shipwrecked mea were brought to 
Hakodate on. the 24th ultima by. the Zokai- 
maru from the Kuriles, says the Japan Chronicle. 
They had been stranded on an uvivbabited 
island in the Sea of Okhotsk for about a year. 
It appears that the Ayakuman-maru, a fishing 
schooner owned by Mr. Okemura Kosabnro, 
of |Tokyo, left Hakodate in May last year for 
the Sea of Okhotsk, the craw being composed:

Sir J. H. Stawart Lockhart, Commissioner, 
has sent. homo bis report on the Territory of 
Wei-hni-wel for the year 1908, In the course 
.of ithe remarks :— aso <s 

‘The .revenue collected durlog the year 
amounted to $83,297, a8 compared with $80,332. 
duriogthe pevious year. There are ve capitalists 
resident in this Territory and wealthy merchants 
at Shonghalare not inclined under existing con- 
ditions 10 Invest their capital here, This-!s 
illustrated by the attitude of the Shanghal public 
in regard to the question of stdrtiog a fralt- 

rowing company. here, The results of. the- 
ruit-growing experiment have proved con-, 
clusively that fruit coutd be successfully and 
profitably’ produced in this Territory, and 
certain persons wore very auxious to form a 
company,- buy or rent. ground, and start 
business, but owing to the uncertainty oftenore 
it was found impossible to raise thesmall capital 
required. ‘It cannot, howaver, be said ‘that 
trade is elther stagnant or diminishing, though 
epmngie tlie place being a free, port it is not 
possible to give accurate returns oj imports and: 
‘exports, as there are no Customis returms. 

A general report on the growing of fruit, 
trees, shrubs, flowers, and vegetables at Wei- 
hni-wei from 1905 to 1909 has been prepared 
by Mr, Gibbons, horticulturist, specially ap- 
pointed to superintend the growing of‘ frelt ia 
this Territory. Mr. Gibbons states that “the 
result of four years’ experiment has been to
